The treacherous quicksands which 
surround the Brandywine shoals in 
the lower Delaware bay have swal- 
lowed up the British schooner Morien, 
which struck on this most dangerous 
spot while bound from Jamaica to 
Philadelphia with a cargo of logwood 
roots She sailed from Kingston on 
April 8 for Black river, where she 
loaded her cargo. In a slight haze, 
through an error of calculations as to 
the yessel’s true position, a grating 
sound beneath her keei soon indicated 
to those in charge that the vessel had 
struck on a shoal, no one knew where. 
The cargo was thrown overboard as 
fast as possible, for the captain hoped 
that this would lighten the schooner 
sufficiently tc let her clear the shoal ; 
but she soon began to sink and fill 
with water. Then it became appar- 
ent that all efforts to save the vessel 
or her cargo would be futile. The 
Morien is now a total loss, and she 
is constantly sinking.

Reform Club Tariff Bill. 
New York, May 17,1893. 


Editor O11, PAIntT AND DruG REPoRTER: 

Noticing in your editorial columns 
an unwillingness at this time to 
criticize the Reform Bill, permit me 
that pleasure. 

The tariff schedule as arranged by 
the ‘‘professors’’ in the so-called Re- 
form club reminds me most forcibly 
of the difference between educated 
and skilled physicians and pretentious 
quacks. he entire bill, in nearly all 
of its ramifications, is predicated on a 
monumental plan of theoretical as- 
sumption and false deductions. 

The enactment of the provisions 
contained in their recommendations 
would lead to agricultural, commer- 
cial and industrial annihilation. 
Every individual versedin the intri- 
cate problems involved in tariff liter- 
ature will discover the fact that the 
men who have drafted the bill are not 
citizens engaged in practical mercan- 
tile operations, and have never had 
any training in questions that dwell 
in the realm of statesmanship or the 
general welfare of their countrymen, 
particulariy the productive classes, 
who are responsible for all of our na- 
tional wealth. 

The billas presented for adoption 
should have been drawn by southern 
free traders, and not by northern 
democrats. The phenomenal pros- 
perity in these latter years in the 
south is due almost wholly to North- 
ern brains,capital and enterprise ; and 
yet, in the face of great thrift, our 
southern brethern still preach free 
trade and pernicious commercial doco- 
trines, which, if legalized, would de- 
stroy their industries. 

So far as revenue is concerned, the 
intentions of the so called reform bill 
will be fully realized. I can discern 
clearly between the lines that it will 
lead toan enormous surplus in the 
treasury, but woe tothe wage earner, 
the farmer, financial institutions, our 
home trade and foreign commerce, 
Ifwe operated under such a bill, we 
would simply repeat ancient history 
and display to rising generations 
the disastrous effects of the Walker 
tariff bill of 1846 up to 1861, which 
made bankruptcy, idleness, poverty 
#nd soup houses fashionable. 

Then again, the danger is multi- 

lied when we consider that the 

alker catastrophe affected twenty 
millions of inhabitants, while in these 
days it would jeopardize the interests 
of seventy millions. 

The bill will not attack all indus- 
tries. Such as it will threaten will 
simply rest their future success or de- 
feat on the fundamental question of 
wages. The lesson would be instruct- 
ive, since the very class that has de- 
rived the greatest benefits from our 
protective policy arethe voters who, 
in 1892, were responsible for revolu- 
tionizing the government, plung- 
ing it from motives of selfishness and 
jealousy from a buoyant and elevating 
prosperity to degrading uncertainty 
and disaster. Under the bill every 
student of economic subjects will per- 
ceive at a glance that our manufac- 
turers would have to seek relief in 
reducing the basis of wages to those 
of our Europern competitors, a 
remedy that also introduces low pur- 
chasing power for our people, ora 
time the labor field would be in great 
distress. In fact, every branch of 
industry and business would have to 
suffer to a greater or lesser extent. 
Foreign manufacturers would take 
possession of our home market and 
once more the history of low tariff 
epochs and their consequent calami- 
ties would be re-enacted, enlivening 
the situation with commercial and 
agricultural prostration. 

uggestions could be made as to 
Tariff reform without injurious 
national results. Ouropponentshave 
won their election through misrepre- 
sentation and all the despicable arts 
employed in modern politics, It would 
be justice on the part of the Republi. 
can party to grant the present admin 
istration every opportunity toimpress 
us with the idea that they possess 
ability to govern the country safely, 
and also to demonstrate to their poli- 
tical sympathizers and opponents that 
they are patriots who legislate for the 
greatest good to the greatest number 
—qualifications which the modern 
Democratic party have not yet estab- 
lished in American history. 

The bill, considered as a whole, 
must appeal to every thoughtful Am- 
erican to be nothing more nor less 
than the work of men who do not com- 
prehend practical commercial or econ- 
omic subjects, and who never made 
their mark in that sphere, If forced 
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Boston regardings the establishment 
of a standard oil test, covering flash, 
fire, cold and color tests, gravity, vis- 
cosity and melting point, acid tests, 
ete. After a brief discussion the mat- 
teron motion of Mr. Goulding was 
laid on the table. 

Mr. Snevily remarked that as the 
question of tariff revision was being 
aggitated throughout the country, it 
might be well to appoint a committee 
to look after the interests of the oil 
trade in this regard, and advise the 
association from time to time of any 
action prejudicial or favorable to the 
interests of its members that might 
be contemplated or actually adopted 
by Congress. 

On motion of Mr. Delafield, a com- 
mittee of three (afterward increased to 
five) was appointed to take charge of 
this work. The committee consists 
of Messrs. Snevily, Brown, Mills- 
paugbh, H. Cook and Delafield, and 
was instructed to communicate with 
the Boston and Philadelphia associa. 
tions regarding any proposed changes 
io the tariff on oils. 

A vote of thanks was unanimousl 
accorded to Mr. Carrington, throug 
whose courtesy the members of the 
association were able to avail them- 
— of the priveleges of the Fulton 

ub, 

The meeting then adjourned. The 
Tariff Committee held a brief meet 
ing after the adjournment and elected 
Mr, Brown chairman,and Mr. Snevily 
secretary.

The Drug Trade Prospects. 


After a long period of depression 
and uncertainty,the drug trade is ap- 
parently about to experience a revi- 
val of activity. Althougha material 
shrinkage in the volume of transac. 
tions has characterized business re- 
cently, there has not been a corres- 
ponding lowering of prices or any dis- 
turbances that would imply a lack of 
confidence in the general situation, 
The causes which have produced the 
dissatisfaction alluded to are gradu- 
ally disappearing and with easier col- 
lections and a clearer financial out- 
look the encouragement now felt will 
increase and the hopes of the trade 
be fully realized. The following views 
expressed by leading houses voice the 
sentiment of the trade and disclose a 
cheerful resume of the prospects: 

Me . Wm. Hull Wickham of McKes- 
son & Robbins :— “The package trade 
seems to be dull, but this might be 
attributed to the unsettled state of 
the financial market. Our general 
order business is and has been very 
good while collections are satisfacto- 
ry. A few people might be disposed 
to take advantage of the money strin- 
gency, but the majority are re 
to pay promptly. The practice of 
buying from hand to mouth contin- 
ues, but while this increases the cost 
of business, it puts buyers in abetter 
position to tide over such periods of 
financial depression as that through 
which we are passing. The experi- 
ence of Wall street during the past 
few weeks will, I think, have a good 
effect in course of time. It is, to be 
sure, a somewhat drastic remedy, but 
it had to come, and the commercial 
world will be the gainer by it, when 
its effects has passed away.”’ 

Mr. W.S. Merserau of W. H. Schief 
felin & Co.:—*The jobbing trade is 
very good with us, and has been 
steady and firm since the beginning 
of the year, with little or none of the 
speculative feeling. We find no trou- 
ble in making collections,for although 
a number of people want extensions. 
the majority who are following the 
safe policy of buying no more than 
they need pay their bills with a rea- 
sonable degree of promptness, 
Though there are no large transac- 
tions, the aggregate business is for 
satisfactory proportions. Prices, 
generally,are steady,and some things, 
notably opium, are higher than they 
were a year ago. I consider the out- 
look for a continuance of a fair steady 
business to be favorable, and see no- 
thing to prevent it, unless we should 
have more serious financial disturb- 
ances than those we have already 
passed through. So far the Wall 
street troubles have had little or no 
effect upon the drug trade. The de- 
mand for our specialties is particu- 
larly goodand is constantly increas 


ing. 

fir. Albert Plaut, speaking for the 
wholesale drug firm of Lehn & Fink. 
was rather enthusiasticin his views of 
the prospective condition of business.

Our branch of the trade is 
happily free from the element of spec- 
ulation, which has been gradually 
dying out for the past fifteen years 
or more and now the wholesale drug- 
ea! are, asa general rule, conduct 
ng their affairs on a more systematic 
and healthy basis than ever before 
The indications all point to prosperi- 
ty in our line.”’

Matheson & Co., Limited, said, in 
speaking of the condition of the dye- 
stuffs trade: ‘‘Our business as you 
know is almost exclusively in (ist.) 
products of our own manufacture, 
such as logwood, fustic, sumac and 
indigo extracts, bisulphide of soda. 
refined liquid cutch, sizings, hemolin 
and morin yellow, patented, the last 
named products being new dyes re- 
cently discovered and patented by us. 
Hemolin, we think, is one of the most 
important dyestuffs recently put on 
the market, as it is a concentrated, 
dry, crystalline powder of great tinut- 
orial power. 2nd. Products manu- 
factured by our eg coy in Ger- 
many, who are pro ak the most suc- 
cessful and enterprising manulac- 
turers of coal tar dyes, anywhere. 
Their patented diamine dyes, you 
know, have revolutionized the art of 
dyeing on account of their capacity 
to dye cotton, or sotton and wool 
mixed goods, in an alkaline bath, in 
one operation, without any mordant. 
The third department of our 
business is in the primary pro 
ducts from coal tar, which we import 
from Messrs. W. O. Barnes & Co., 
London, such as myrbane, Our 
customers are chiefly the large 
textiles manufacturers and orders 
frora them would indicate that busi- 
ness has been good with them 
for the past year. It was pariicularly 
good up to the election last Autumn, 
when it dropped off somewhat es- 
pecially in Pennsylvania, but subse- 
quently revived. There are few lines of 
business where more keen and bitter 
competition exists, and when you 
consider that there are hundreds of 
chemists working in numerous labor- 
atories with the best apparatus and 
backed by the most experienced men 
in scieutific research, to see how they 
can cheapen and improve the pro- 
ducts their employers and their em- 
ployers’ competitors are already mak- 
ing, you will see some reason for the 
steady decline that has taken place 
in almost all the artificial dyes during 
the last twenty years. 

Mr. A. De Ronde, of A. De Ronde & 
Co.:—“The past month has been a 
very quiet one in the dyestuffs trade, 
but that is not of special import as 
there are no seasons in the dyeing 
business now-a-days. Prospects are 
pretty good, however, because fora 
number of years the cotton and woolen 
mills have been buying closely, hav- 
ing themselves passed through a most 
unsatisfactory experience. Now, 
having got rid of their surplus stocks 
and made many improvements, they 
expect an increased business. The 
dyestuffs trade in this country is 
growing and is bound to increase, be- 
cause Many products formerly im- 
ported are now made here. © are 
making as fine goods in the United 
States as are made anywhere.”’

The views of Marx & Rawolle on 
the trade situation and outlook are 
given as follows: “At the present 
time, in common with many other 
lines, we find business very quiet, and 
our expectations are that this condi- 
tion of business will continue during 
the summer months. The recent dis- 
turbances in the money markets have 
checked trading ee and, 
besides, the Columbian Exposition is 
attracting alarge share of attention 
and diverting the thoughts of many 
into that channel. This, of course, 
operates against business and the 
volume of trade has been decreased 
by these causes of late. We believe, 
however, that the worst is over and 
that a very geod movement my be 
looked for when the hot months are 

one. Lower prices on goods in our 
line are not probable, as the value of 
all crude materials is firm and will 
likely remain so,”’ 

A representative of the Reporter 
received the following information 
from Thurston & Braidich, respect- 
ing the prospects:—“The causes 
which have brought about the pres- 
ent lull in business, in our opinion, 
will be only temporary, and as we 
view the situation, there is nothing 

articularly discouraging in the out- 
ook. The only difficult thing to de- 
termine is how long a time must 
ce before the revival setsin. But 
little buying comparatively has been 
done recently and naturally dealers’ 
stocks are being gradually worked 
off, and the time is —— near at 
hand when may will make their ap- 
pearance in the market for fresh sup- 
plies. Taking a general survey of 
the situation we think that the pros- 
pects are favorable for a good trade 
and we furthermore believe that 
prices will be en: 

Mr. Tyler, of Messrs. Tyler & Finch 
said :—“‘Business last year was very 
good and prices steadily advanced to 
a figure where a reasonable margin 
of profit was possible. This year, 
while presenting many of the strong 
features of last season is somewhat 
marked by the curtailing’ of orders, 
and thelimiting of the same tosmaller 
packages due to the stringency of the 
money market and the agitation caus- 
ed by the formulating of new tariff 
rates. Buyers are very cautious, and 
are only taking such stock actually 
called upon to satisfy immediate 
wants. Stocks will be much smaller 
this year than last, a3 the severe 
winter and the continued droughts 
were not conductive to either an abun 
dant growth or a profitable harvest- 
ing. There will, however, be suffi- 
cient for all requirements, unless 
some unforseen demand should arise. 
From the present position, however, 
we feel warranted in predicting a 
healthy market with profitable results 
in the aggregate.

The Linseed Vil Manufacturing Industry 
in the Onited States.

Another ingenious method which 

this tirm legally secured was carried 
out as follows: The apparatus con- 
sisted of a cast-iron vertical cistern 
having semi-circular ends and open 
on the upper side, at one end being 
placed a cylindrical vessel with hemi1- 
spherical ends, This vessel was made 
of great strength and capable of with- 
standing very great pressure. It was 
connected with another vessel of les- 
ser strength and ealled a cylindrical 
reservoir. The former vessel was 
filled with the crushed seed, and by 
means of a hand pump with the nec- 
essary check-valve water was forced 
into it from the reservoir and with 
such effect that the pressure soon 
started the oil from the seed and 
caused it to flow through a small 
cock at the bottom of the cistern 
which would be opened at stated 
times when the liquid pressure had 
reached its maximum, and closed 
again when relief had been obtained, 
to be again opened when pressure had 
accumulated. This was continued as 
long as the imprisoned mass would 
yield oil. The form of applying the 
hydraulic pressure here described 
differs materially from the system 
which now almost universally pre- 
vails and which in tact had been in 
successful operation years before this 
peculiar machine had been invented. * 
Although this was a slow and difficult 
process, it was considered by many 
oil millers that better results had 
been obtained than by any other 
method previously employed, even

nee hese disadvantages 

ad a deleterious and counter-acting 
effect on the advantages derived from 
the extra yield of oil, and the con- 
trivance was shortly afterwards aban- 
doned. 

The stamper and screw press, with 
their crude forerunners, were super- 
seded many years ago by the hy- 
draulic press. The successful mer- 
chant, and more especially the seed 
crusher who, in the pursuit of hisavo- 
cation, uses the hydraulic press, 
is as much indebted to the genius of 
Pascal and Bramah as the directors 
of the innumerable railroads through- 
out the world are to Watt and Steph- 
enson. When many plans had been 
devised and put into execution to 
bring about more satisfactory results 
in the ae of exerting greater press- 
ures on the seed and bringing about 
a larger return of oil, only to be 
abandoned to make way for some new 
method which gave promise of better 
things, ‘‘Pascal’s principles,”’so called, 
opened up the way which ultimately 
revolutionised the business, The 
equal transmission of pressure in all 
directions by liquids was first clearly 
expressed by him. He said: “If a 
closed vessel filled with water has two 
openings one of which is a hundred 
times as large as the other: and if 
each opening be provided with an ex- 
actly fitting piston, one man pushing 
on the small piston could balance the 
efforts of 190 men pushing on the 
other one and he could overcome the 
force of 99.”’ 7 

The fact was made clear that the 
non compressibility of liquids made 
it possible to exert enormous and al- 
most unlimited pressure on any sub- 
stance, but only in the event of the 
soot piston being made sufficiently 
tight to prevent leakage, and at the 
same time to permititto move. But 
after repeated trials, this latter indis- 
pensable requisite was looked upon 
as an unsolvable mechanical problem 
and for years the incalculable utility 
of this machine remained in abeyance. 
It was discovered that as soon as 
pressure was enforced on the larger 
ram or piston the liquid would ooze 
from the mouth of the cylinder around 
the entire circumference of the ram, 
which immediately reduced the press- 
ure and rendered the machine of no 
eters utility. During this critical 

uncture the fertile brain of Bramah 
discovered the one thing necessary to 
make Pascal’s invention perfect. His 
simple but beautiful invention is too 
well known to require any detailed 
description. Briefly, it consists of an 
air-tight recess in the upper part of 
the cylinder in which a folded ring of 
seasoned leather is packed in an in- 
verted position. This laiter so acts 
that when pressure is exerted-on the 
ram the inner side of the folded 
leather is pressed more tightly against 
the side of the ram, and in proportion 
the greater the pressure exerted the 
more closely the leather is forced to 
the ram, thereby making leakage im- 
possible. When this great discovery 
became generally known it seemed 
but a question of a very short time 
when all other principles would be re. 
jogeted among the things of the past. 
The first hydraulic press for the pur 
pose of squeezing the oil from the 
‘crushed seed contained only one box 
and one set ofsmallpumps. Theiron 
box which contained the seed to be 
operated upon in the press was re- 
moved before and after the applica- 
tion of pressure. Its removal in the 
first place was in order to charge it, 





period, because of the great pressure 
which could be brought to uniformly 
the liquid.

and secondly, when it was sufficiently 
pressed to empty the box for the re- 
newal of the charge for the succeed- 
ing operation. This was a cumber- 
some and difficult proceeding involv- 
ing the loss of much time and power. 

In 1830 a press with stationary 
boxes in which two cakes could be 
pressed at the same time was regu- 
larly in operation in an English oil 
mili in Hull. This was soon followed 
by a set of two presses with four 
boxes to each, placed side by side, the 
pressman charging one press while 
the other was undergoing pressure. 
The box press with its attachments 
are well knwn as many of the same 
formation having five boxes to a 
stack or press, with three comprising 
a set are now in use in the southern 
cottonseed oil mills, The average 
oil miller of that period had however, 
formed very decided views in favor of 
the stamper press as against the 
latest innovation, ond it took years 
of experience to eradicate the im- 

ression formed. ‘The conservatism 
or which they are everywhere 
famous was never more conspicuously 
displayed than it was at this time b 
the attitude of very many of the craft 
who persistently adhered to the be- 
lief that the stamper press did its 
work much more e 
hydraulic press, and this belief was 
mntntained long after the introduc- 
tion of the latter. It was their opinion 
that the hydraulic press was in- 
capable of maintaing unrelaxed the 
compression acquired by the succes- 
sive strokes of the pump, a quality 
possessed by the stamper press, they 
asserted, to an eminent degree. How- 
ever, the defective formation of the 
early hydraulic presses, the disability 
to properly control the pressure by 
means of the indispensable reg- 
ulating stops, and the imperfect neck 
leather packing which possibly caused 
more or less Jeakage, and which in 
consequence undoubtedly affected 
the pressure, had largely to do with 
the formation of their affixed ideas. 

The plate press has now supplanted 
all the box presses in the manufac- 
ture of linseed oil in this country. 
The latter is more equally suitable 
for the manufacture of various kinds 
of oil. The writer has made oil from 
linseed, cottonseed, rape and poppy 
seed with the same rol s, kettles and 
presses. 

A modern plate press can turn out 
more than five times the number of 
cakes an ordinary four box press;could 
do at a single operation, and in ad- 
dition the weight of the cake from the 
former being nearly twice that of 
the latter. The heavy expense of re- 
newing the woolen Wags and hair 
envelopes necessary in the running 
of the box presses proved very ob- 
jectionable and many of the oil 
millers who were formerly noted for 
their extreme opposition to any inno- 
vation touching on their regularly 
laid out methods actually welcomed 
the advent of the plate press. Messrs. 
I. & CO. Moore, of New York, were the 
first to introduce the press plate, 
and to put the same in actual 
operation in their mill. Our English 
friends were not slow to recognize 
tne great advantages derived 
from the pee press as compared 
with the old system and accordingly 
promptly utilized it. It must be said 
that they considered American origi- 
nality and inventive genius deserving 
of some recognition at their hands, 
however slight, and so they magnani- 
mously designated it the ‘‘Anglo- 
American Press.”’ 

The first plate press was horizontal 
in shape and each plate had a woven 
hair mat secured to each side. Orig- 
inally eight cakes were pressed at 
one time, but a few years later the 
capacity of the press was doubled by 
the alteration of the first design. The 
new press consisted of a large oblong 
frame having four columns suffi 
ciently lengthened to admit of space 
for two cylinders, with their bases 
abutting against each other, the rams 
moving in opposite directions, each 
ram operating on eight cakes at each 
end of the frame or press, In this 
case the plates were vertical and con- 
siderable difficulty was experienced 
in making uniform work, because 
when the bag which containe the 
crushed seed was placed in position 
in the press its downward tendency 
caused the seed to fall from the upper 
part of the bag to the bottom, with 
the result that when pressure was ap 
plied, one part of the seed or cake 
would not receive its due amount of 
pressure, while a greater proportion 
of pressure than was required would 
be exerted on the part which had the 
most seed crowded intoit. This lack 
of uniformity of pressure also very 
egecony caused the plates to break

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plates were next in order, and their 
use soon became almost universal. 
Here again the necessity for another 
change presented itself. Itwas grad- 
ually realized that the ‘expense of re- 
newing the worn hair mats was not 
an inconsiderable item and it was 
foreseen if their entire abolitiou could 
be brought about a great saving 
would be effected and at the same 
time more oil and cake manufactured. 
The space which the hair mats occu- 

ied in the press prevented more than 
rom 14 to 16 cakes being made at one 
operation. Their removal would per- 
mit of a considerable increase in the 
output of oil and cake, and this was 
ultimately successfully accomplished. 
A modern press is capable of pressing 
22 and sometimes 23 cakes at a single 
operation, the cakes varying in weight 
according to the adaptability of the 
press, from 12 to14poundseach. In 
the yield of oil it has been demon- 
strated that the mat system is more 
satisfactory, the percentage of oil left 
in the cake from the mat press being 
from % per cent. to 1 per cent. less 
than in the cake from the plate press. 
However, this advantage has been 
more than counterbalanced by the 
decreased expense through the ab- 
sence of the mats and largely in- 
creased amount of manufactured pro- 
ducts. For the reasons mentioned 
the mat plate is slowly but surely 
going out of existence. 

There is not a single hair mat press 
in use in England at the present time. 
It is hardly necessary to state that the 
cake former, which gives the pulp its 
apes peed pressing prior to being 
placed in the heavy hydraulic press, 
and in operation in all first class mills, 
is really the master key of the present 
efficient system and made possible the 
latest departure from old time princt- 
ples in oil milling. This cake former, 
or supplementary press, by compress- 
ing the crushed seed, by either the 
direct action of a small steam piston 
or light hydraulic pressure, to the 
thickness of about one inch, makes a 
consolidated and level mass, whiéh 
enables the pressure to be uniform! 
distributed over its whole area‘ a 
renders the work to be afterwards 
done by the great a préss 
more perfect and expeditious, After 
years of experiments the essentials of 
correct hydraulic pressure have ''be- 
come known and brought into getie- 
ral practical utilitv. With the pres- 
ent system, by which pressure can’ 7 
regulated to a nicety, the fine method 
of rolling, the manipulation of the 
crushed seed, etc., etc., better restilts 
are obtainable than was ever dreamed 
of by the most sanguine of oil millers 
even of the present generation. 

The Chinese have for many centu- 
ries employed the same general prin- 
ciples of manufacturing linseed oil 
whieh governed the industry in this 
country about the beginning of the 
century, and true to their well known 
policy they ed adhere to it still. 

The method of making linseed oil 
which now prevails in France is some- 
what peculiar. ‘The seed is subjected 
to two pressings, in the first of which 
the seed is cold and in the second 
heated in the usual steam jacketed 
kettle. About 22 per cent. of oil is 
drawn in the first pressing, and asthe 
oil obtained is of a superior quality it 
is largely used for alimentary pur- 
poses, especially along the north coast 
of Africa, and commands a compara- 
tively high market value. After be. 
ing placed under the mullers or ver 
tical stones a second time, a small 
percentage of water being mixed with 
it, it is placed in the kettle and heated 
to 70° or 80° O. and is then again 
placed in the press, yielding an addi 
tional 10 per cent. of oil, but of an in- 
ferior quality and largely used in the 
manufacture of soap. ‘This same 
method was for a time regularly 
carried outin England shortly after 
the introduction of the hydraulic box 
press, but was abandoned after a trial 
of about two years. The French oil 
miller, in charging the press, first 
places the crushed seed in equal por- 
tions in sacks or bags made of horse 
hair «nd the strong esparto grass and 
called by them ‘‘scourtins.’’ These 
are then piaced in the pres-, the ram 
started, and while the operation of 
pressing is frequently successful it 
occasionally happens that the press 
must be stopped owing to the bags 
being forced more to one side 
than to the other, in order to be re- 
adjusted before the operation can be 
completed. The pressman "ust be 
extremely careful in protecting the

THE DRYING OF OILS BY CARBONATING, 


A NEW DISCOVERY. 


It is a remarkable fact that investi- 
gators in the domain of natural law 
and applied science, in their endeav- 
ors to supplement nature's processes, 


or produce similar results by shorter 
methods. are often baffled in their 
logic of consequences, and fail expe- 
rimentally,by supposing thatthe prin- 
cipalaction is the only one to be in- 
vestigated, and that incidental and 
collateral effects have no bearing up- 
on the final result. A conspicuous ex- 
ample of this is now presented in the 
field of industrial chemistry in the 
treatment of oils, and is no less a sur- 
prising revelation than the solution 
of the great chemical problem of the 
drying of all oxygenated hydrocar- 
bons. It having been revealed to the 
analytical chemist of original re- 
search, that when exposed to the air, 
the siccative action of drying oils was 
through tke absorption of oxygen, 
all attempts to hasten this process 
or a7 = to the fatty oils, have been 
along the line of oxygenation. While 
the effect of these efforts, although 
little understood, has been to hasten 
the siccative action of drying oils in a 
very marked degree,yet the character 
of the oil has been so deteriorated, 
that but a small portion of the year- 
ly output of this important adjunct 
to the arts has received treatment. 
When, however, this same process of 
artiticial oxygenation has been ap- 
plied to the non-drying oils, with the 
object of giving to them drying prop- 
erties, every effcrt has resulted in 
frustration and defeat. A re exami- 
nation of vature’s methods has led 
to the recent perfection of a process, 
that while retaining the natural and 
artificial oxygenation as a feature, al- 
so utilizes some of the incidental ef- 
fects with the very decided result of 
the drying of all oils,—this is by the 
absorption and fixation of carbon di- 
oxide. This carbonating of oils had 
never suggested itself apparently, to 
previous investigators, as all treat- 
ment with carbon dioxide heretofore 
had no other end in view, and pro- 
duced no other result than a mere me- 
chanical effect, it being reserved for 


the recent discovery that the oi 
must’ be made basic, after which the 
action is energetic. 

When applied to the drying oils, the 
siccative action is reduced to one- 
half the time under the best previous 
methods, or about three and one-half 
hours, and not only with no deteriora- 
tion in color, but with a decided im- 
provement, as theoil is bleached 
white or colorless. When applied to 
the non-drying or fatty oils, the re- 
sults are so compiete and decided 
that they are immediately introduced 
into a new and extensive field of use- 
fulness, The process does not stop 
here, however, in its scope, as the 
formation of carbonates for pigments 
in situ has been found to give very 
satisfactory results, thus utilizing in 
a& way unique and economical, a large 
number of metallic and earthy salts, 
heretofore thought impracticable in 
their normal state. Ags oils absorb 
oxygen they as rapidly evolve carbon 
dioxide, which immediately entersa 
new combination with the basic mix- 
ture, and thus the mass is quickly 
and thoroughly carbonated and in- 
durated throughout. As before stated 
the results are positive and decided, 
and so eptireiy new and in advance 
of previously held views that as far 
as observation has gone the above 
seems to be the theoretical explana- 
tion of the whole matter.The question 
of duration and wear would seem at 
the outset to be largely in favor of the 
carbonated oils. All oxygenated dry- 
ing oils in time become resinous, the 
state of greatest solubility, and this 
accounts for the early destruction of 
paints and necessitates their fre. 
quent renewal, but carbonated sub- 
stances in general are in their state 
of ee insolubility and durability, 
and their permanency from this cher- 
acteristic would seem to be assured. 
Itis seen at once that this process 
is capable of working great changes 
upon an extensive industry and is an- 
other illustration in the domain of ap- 
plied chemistry of what can,be accom- 
lished when both science and art are 
brought into harmonious action with 
natural law.

Canada Petroleum Matters. 


Nominally the petroleum market 
remains unchanged, the price for 
crude being $1 10 and refined 10c f. o. 
b. cars here in barrels. 

There are few special features to 
note inthe general business. Spec- 
ulative interest being almost, if not 
entirely, wanting and there being 
few elements in the situation to affect 
prices, consequently the tone of the 
market is very steady, and we find 
very few changes to report. There 
are, however, very few sections of 
the country so prosperous ag the Man- 
adian oil producing region of to-day, 
although the price of crude is onlv a 
doliar and ten cents. There have been 
some very wonderful ups and downs 
in oil—men have made their thou- 
sands in ashort time and have lost 
them again just as speedily, but with 
oil anyway over a dollar the producer, 
who looked properly after his wells 
and kept out of the speculative 
hurley-burley, as a rule made money 
and plenty of it. 

Undoubtedly almost every one who 
has Sones on the subject at all, has 
wondered how it is that petroleum 
has not come into more general use 
asfvel, and the more we think of the 
subjectabstractly, the more wonder- 
ful it seems. Here is a substance 
which contains no ashes, whatever, 
every portion of which can be burnt 
up to produce heat, and in which 
from its composition, every pound 
contains more heat producing power 
than any other material, which exists 
in large quantities over large areas, 
with which we are conversant and 
with these advantages in its favor, 
there must certainly be some good 
reason why oil has not been used 
more largely as a means of heat gen- 
eration. he question is asked, why 

etroleum has not been used more 

argely as a means of heat generation. 

The question is asked why petroleum 
has not been used more freely for 
fuel purposes up to the present time? 
But there are reasons, which up to 
within the last few years, have been 
very patentin preventing the use of 
petroleum for fuel. The first of these 
difficulties is that which we were met 
with at the outset, namely, how shall 
we burn petroleum? 

Coal, wood, etc., are solids, and to 
burn them it is only necessary to ig- 
nite them on a grate and supply the 
necessary air to keep up combus- 
tion. Oil, on the other eal is a 
liquid and of course will not remain 
on a grate, so that the first difficulty 
really to overcome was to devise 
some method of burning the oil. Ex- 
periments have been made by differ- 
ent inventors, more or less during 
the last ten or fifteen years, having 
for their object to devise a successful 
method of burning oil. Without at- 
tempting to give a connected or ac- 
curate history of these earlier experi- 
ments it is perhaps sufficient to say 
that most of the experiments made, 
until within the last two or three 
years,attempted to convert the oil,gas 
or vapor before trying to burnit. In 
other words, a preliminary treatment 
of the oil, was relied on as an essen- 
tial step in the process. The general 
result of all these experiments has 
been that the preliminary treat- 
ment did not prove successful. A 

ood many thousands of dollars have 
Been expended on these experiments, 
simply tc learn that in order to burn 
petroleum successfully, a method had 
to be devised, which would burn the 
oil, as it was fuel to the furnace. Now, 
we know that previous preparation is 
entirely unnecessary, and that petro- 


leum can be burned with perfect suc- 
cess and with almost complete con- 
sumption.—Petrolia Topic.

English Petroleum Markets. 


London.—This market has mostl 
had an inactive appearance, as, wit 
a coy pene of the days, there has 
been less call for artificial light, and 
the requirements of the trade have of 
course been much smaller than they 
were in mid-winter. ‘‘Spot’’ oil, there- 
fore, has been moat difficult to move, 
and to promote sales of any impor- 
tance, very low prices have again 
been established, viz., 44%@4%4d per 
gallon for American refined, and 4@ 
41-16d for Russian oil. Speculation 
in its true sense has been entirely 
dormant, but as the article ig unpre- 
cedentedly cheap, some parties, bear- 
ing in mind the probability of future 
contingencies—nobody knows exactly 
where or of what nature,—have oper- 
ated more freely for September-De. 
cember deliveries, and rather exten- 
sive contracts have been arranged at 
a slight reaction in value; the Ameri- 
can — realizing 4%@4%d, and 


the Russian44%@4%d. Other mineral 
oils have not undergone the least 


change.

The Crisis in the Scotch Oil Industry. | action it has exerted is neither ex- 


The Mineral Compaay, of Scotland, 
find themselves this yearin a position 
of rather dire distress, forming 4 
striking contrast to the past days of 
princely dividends, and of command- 
ing position on the share markets. In 
these by gone days, the works, mines 
and plant employed in the industry 
rap to millions of value, and stocks 
were readily realizable; now, there is 
little positive market value left, and 
with two or three exceptions, invested 
stocks are ractically unsalable. 
Even during the generally prosperous 
times, the mortality amongst these 
companies ran high, and there almost 
always have been two or three sickly 
or dying. But these have always 
died hard, and this constitutes a seri- 
ous drawback for the less weakly 
companies, because, owing to the 
crying financial needs of the mori- 
bund ones, the products markets are 
by their action unduly cheapened and 
vitiated. Fora good many years of 
late this was partially remedied by 
combination, for the upholding of 
prices under stated rules, but the 

| combination never at any time in- 
cluded every one of the companies, 
and it was a contrivance which, even 
within itself, was never thoroughly 
tight. Last year, under pressure of 
inherent infirmities, it gave way alto- 
gether, and the cutting in of the mar- 
kets has since been as mischievously 
rampant as ever. 

This is the period of the year these 
companies balance their books, for 
the most part, and balancing under 
such circumstances cannot be a very 
enlivening occupation. In the dark- 
est of foregoing years two or three of 
the hardiest companies still paid some 
reduced dividend on ordinary stocks. 
This year, for the first time in the 
history of the industry, it is 
certain that part of these select 
two or three will pay nothing at all 
on ordinary stock. It is very likely, 
indeed, that the eclipse will be total, 
and that not even one will pay any- 
thing. If, however, any one company 
of the two or three does announce 
some morsel of dividend there is sure 
to be plenty of on lookers asserting 
that the directors in question were 
not financially warranted in doing so. 
This extreme depth of distress has 
been brought about chiefly by last 
year’s wholesale break up of product 
| values, since continued, and even ag- 

gravated, in everything except one 
article only, which will be noticed 
shortly. Rivalry within themselves 
had, at the same time, added thereto 
increased importations on the part of 
foreign competitors, American and 
Russian, and for many months the 
costs for wages, fuel, chemicals and 
stores generally were very heavy and 
oppressive. 

One product only, viz., sulphate of 
ammonia, took an upward course, 
and has been dearer than ever it was 
before, this forming about the only 
streak of blue in an otherwise very 
lowering market sky. But its output 
is not large, as compared with other 
products, and the high prices are not 
expected to last, so that the beneficial 


— 


tensive nor far reaching. Almost 
affording more of comfort is the par- 
tial reduction of manufacturing costs, 
including fuel and wages, goingon of 
late, coupled with the fact that heavy 
oils of certain grade seem to be grow- 
ing in demand for gas making pur- 
poses, although not as yet to the ex- 
tent of affecting prices. These are 
mere scraps of encouragement, but 
the industry is by this time grateful 
for even the small fry of mercies. 
The outlook on the future of this 

once flourishing industry has, indeed, 
not much of real encouragement in 
it, and when found it needs a very 
sanguine mind to make out anything 
ane in its bearings. Were the 
leld left to three, or even four, of the 
healthier concerns to fight foreign 
rivalry as best they could, there 
might still be a living to be had; but, 
as we have said, the sickly ones die 
hard and linger long—tyears often— 
after they have become a mischief to 
the general market. Under thes:dly 
changed circumstances, there is roum 
now for nothing like the number that 
are still nominally alive, and unless 
there is some sweeping clearance ef- 
fected, the hitherto able-bodied mem- 
bers themselves may be destined to be 
included in the impending destruc 

tion. Amalgamation between the 
sounder companies and the inclusion 
of the whole under one management, 
would certainly lead to some consid- 
erable costs reduction. This alterna- 
tive is talked of now and again, but 
the difficulties in the way seem well 
nigh insuperable. In any case the 
current year seems destined to prove 
the most critical of all, since the ear- 
liest rise of the distillation of shale, 
and even if not quite sharply decisive 
as to the fate of the industry during 
the years that are yet to come, its in- 
dications are bound to go a consider- 
able way in tnat direction.—Oil and 
Colorman’s Journal.

Nothing more has been heard 
of the powerful opposition to the 
Lead Trust this week, but that can- 
not be construed as meaning that it 
has been abandoned. There is little 
doubt that numerous competitors are 
re plans for the campaign, 
but it would appear that none of them 
have yet reached the point where they 
are ready to put their schemes into 
operation. 

Litharge.--Trade has been rather 
quiet the past week. The glass mak- 
ers have about completed their sup- 
plies for the season, and other con- 
sumers are taking only a sufficient 
quantity to satisfy present require- 
ments. The tone of the market is 
steady and prices are unchanged at 
54%@7\%c, as to quality and size of 
order. 

Orange Mineral.—The demand has 

been fair but orders are chiefly for 
small lots for the supply of pres- 
ent necessities, the larger buyers 
having their wants satisfied through 
deliveries on contracts placed earlier 
in the year, Prices are steady and 
unchanged at 84%@8%ec for American 
brands, 84%@8%c for French, and 9%

ity and quantity. 
_ Red Lead.—The consuming demand 
is quite active, but large buyers are 
sending in few new orders to manu- 
facturers, as current deliveries on 
contracts are large enough to satisfy 
their wants.

Vermilion.—The demand is ve 
good and the inquiry normal. Busi- 
ness has been confined sumewhat to 
smaijl parcels, but in the aggregate 
considerable stock has passed into 
consumption. The market is quoted 
firm at previous prices. 

Lamp Black.—There is a good de- 
mand for this article both in bulk 
and packige. From the west the de- 
mand continues unabated, and as 
prompt shipments are now possible 
goods move forward rapidly. The 
market shows unabated strength, 
and prices responding to this in- 
fluence are easily maintained.

SATURDAY EVENING, May 20. 1893, 


The market has been fairly active 
during the past six days, and although 
sales have been frequent in most 
branches, they were of small charac- 
ter, necessary for immediate wants. 
Lard oil bas ruled very steadily, al 
though at the cl.sing it was seeming- 
ly quiet. Cottonseed oil has been 
steady but quer. with business light 
and of small volume, both for home 
and export demand. There wassome 
demand from the West and South, 
but this had no appreciable effect 
on prices here, The other oils, fish, 
mineral and vegetable, while easily 
maintaining quotations heretofore 
ruling are momentarily inactive. 


Vegetable Olis. 


Linseed Oil.—Crushers and large 
dealers complain of a lack of new 
orders, but the jobbing trade is very 
brisk and distributers are demanding 
that deliveries on the contracts they 
have placed with the manufacturers 
should be made promptly in order to 
enable them to meet their engage 
ments with their customers. The 
production is decreasing, as one by 
one the Western mills, having ex- 
hausted their supply of seed, are 
shutting down. Consequently with 
several months of what should under 
ordinary circumstances prove to be 
months of profitable business before 
them, those crushers who are still 
operating their mills see no reason 
why they should recede from their 
present ——s on the question of 
prices. There is some oil in second 
hands, of State manufacture. that 
might on a firm offer be bought at 
48c, but there is not much of it, and 
the holders are not at all anxious to 
sell. Therefore the market may be 
considered firm at crushers’ former 
quotations. 

Cottonseed Oil.—The weakness noted 
at the cluss of our last became more 
pronounced as the week advanced, 
and at the close prices are easier iu 
all positions. The principal cause for 
this weakness arises from the falling 
off in the demand for compound lard 
and a drop in the price of tallow. The 
export demand has also fallen off. as 
compared with what it was early last 
week. While ourexportlistshow heavy 
shipments, they are all on account of 
the recent sales reported for Holland 
and the Mediterranean ports, The 
only sale reported for export is one 
made late last week of 1,30 bbls prime 
summer white at 52%@53c. The re 
ceipts have been quite large as many 
of the mills have been cleaning up 
and shipping the balance of their oil 
to their agents here, who are putting 
it in store to await better prices, 
which are contidently believed bad 
many in the trade as sure tocome wit 
the advancing season. The recent 
large sales have depleted stocks very 
materially, and a close estimate by 
those whoare in a position to know, in- 
dicates that the trade must not be sur- 
prised if a shortage in supplies should 
exist before the new crop begins to 
come on the market. Thus, while the 
demand at the moment is slow there 
is no disposition on the part of sellers 
to force their oil, believing, as stated 
above, that the future outlook for 
this commodity is good, no matter 


what changes may occur in other 
greases. Of course, if the present un- 


settled condition of the financial mar- 
ket. continues, and collections come 
in slow,now and then some weak hold- 
@ may be forced to‘let some of his 
stock go to raise the necessary funds 
to cover the advances made. In addi- 
tion to the sales already mentianed, 
there have been several jobbing sales, 
consisting of 150 bbls prime crude at 
47c, 100 bbls do, at 48c, 100 bbls prime 
yellow at 50c, 60 bbls do. at 50c, 100 
bbls prime yellow at 50%c, 200 bbls 
about prime at 49%c, 100 bbls off yel- 
low at 46c and 100 bbls of off crude at 
40c; 100 bbls of summer white for Oc- 
tober delivery at 53c; 350 bbls of soap 
stock at 1c, and several small sales 
of beeen at 3@3%c. The market 
closes rather easy at 47@48c for prime 
crude and 39@42c as to quality for off 
crude, prime summer yellow 60c, off 
yellow 45@47c, butter oil nominally at 
58@54c, summer white 52@53c, soap 
stock 14%@1%ce. In their cir- 
cular Messrs. Hopkins, Dwight & 
Co., this city, say: ‘* The 
cotton seed oil market through 
the past week ran along as though it 
had reached the limit of its advance 
ing tendency, at least for the present. 
This we intimated as altogether prob- 
able in our last weekly statement of 
its position. Prime crude alone made 
an advance and is selling up to 48c as 
against 47c. There have been in all 
about 2,500 barrels sold at 47@48c, 
and most of this went into the hands 
of the leading holders of oil. At the 
close it is difficult to sell at over 47c, 
although 48c is asked. Prime crude 
is showing least in stock at all points 
and large lines could not be had upon 
this market. The Western lard 
refiners have taken up at the 
mills through the week 6,000 barrels 
of crude in tank cars; they have also 
bought at the south 4,000 barrels of 
prime yellow, paying to the latter 50 
cents delivered to them in tank cars. 
In this market prime yellow has been 
sold at 51 cents for 3,000 barrels in 
lots, but while this price is held at 
the close it is hard to get a did over 
50 cents. Of this business in prime 
yellow the local lard refiners have 
taken 1,500 barrels, It was suppused 
that they would be under the neces- 
sity of buying in consideration of 
the recent steady fair degree of an- 
imation to tradiug in compound lard. 
But at the close there are appear- 
ances of relaxed efforts om the 
part of exporters to take 
up compound lard. This is only 
n :tural as following activity, but it is 
taking away the buoyancy in the oil 
market, in which now outside figures 
on recent sales simply staud as the 
asking basis, while most bids are re- 
duced one cent. The falling off in 
the trading in compound product 
gives other sigas in some anxiety to 
sell oleo stearine here and at the west 
at a moditied price. It would be dif- 
ticult to see why cottonseed oilshould 
suffer materially in price even with a 
marked falling off in demand for it, 
Careful calculations of stocks in the 
country outside of consumers’ hands, 
and those held by one concern, place 
them at 40,000 to 45,000 barrels. Ajj 
of our correspoudence points to these 
tigures, while it is doubtful if 
there is on sale in New York of both 
crude and yellow, outside of one 
company’s holdings more than 8,00 
barrels. The businegs within a fort- 
night here and at the South has 
reached fully 35,000 barrels, of which 
a@ little over 20,000 barrels have been 
on account of wants of Western con-

SaTuRDAY Noon, May 20, 1898. 
The first three days of the week 
gave strong and unmistakable evi- 
dence of the decadence of speculative 
trading in petroleum certificates on 
the local exchange, and business on 
the Western exchanges was but little 
better, although there were causes op- 
erating at the West which naturally 
distracted attentiun from business, 
The variations in prices have been 
few aod of limited extent, as ma 
naturally be expected on such adull 
market. Considerable discussion has 
been indulged in as to the causes of 
the extreme apathy of traders, and 
all sorts of schemes, practicable and 
impracticable, but none giving prom. 
ise of success, having fur their objact 
the stimulating of speculative iuter 
est, have been discussed. A trial of 
some of them would, perhaps, develup 
something of bevefit to the operators 
and to the exchavge; at any ratea 
failure of success would leave matters 
in no worse shape than they are at 
resent, and the fact thet efforts had 
een made would proveaconsolation, 
if not arelief. It would at any rate 
be better than standing around the 
bull ring bewailing the dullness and 
the apathy of outsiders, Offer them 
atempting bait, gentlemen, and then 
if they do not bite you have the con- 
sciousness of having done what you 
could to secure their custom. There 
is little change in the situation, fleld 
or statistical, although the former 
has been strengthened 3 the floods, 
which have interfered with drilling, 
and in some cases production has 
been checked or suspended aitogether 
by the flooding of the wells, 
The transactions during the past 
week show a decrease from those of 
the previous week, the sales footing 
up 10,000 bbls against 25,000 bbls for 
the preceding week. The clearances 
of the local exchange amounted to 
000,000 bbls against 240,000 bbls dur- 
ing the preceding week. The total 
clearances reported for the Oil City ex- 
change amounted to 522,000 bbls, 
against 1,188,000 bbls for the oo 
week. ‘The highest price of the wee 
was record on Thursday, when 
59%c was reached. The lowest point of 
the week was 68c, and was touched 
on Tuesday. The we price last 
Monday was 58c, and the close this 
noon was at 69c, showing a gain of 
lc as aresultof the week’s trading, 
while the extreme range of fluctua- 
tions for the week was 1%c.

The demand for refined for export 
continues satisfactory, both for bar- 
reled and bulk, and there are as yet 
no indica'ions of a dull season in the 
near future.

An Ocean Steamer Using Petroleum as 
Fuel. 

Scientists, capitalists and owners of 
steam tonnage throughout the world 
are eagerly watching for the arrival 
of the new British steamship James 
Brand, which sailed from Shields, 
England, on May 6 for Philadelphia. 
They are all interested because the 
Brand is the first vessel that bas ever 
attempted to cross the Atlantic driv- 
en by steam generated with petroleum 
as fuel instead of coal. 

The Brand is not a small experi- 
mental craft, but one of the largest 
cargo carriers in the world. She reg 
isters 3,780 net tons, and is built of 
steel throughout. Her length is 345 
feet over all, 43% feet beam and 29% 
feet depth of hold, with triple-ex- 
pansion engines of the latest 
and most approved type, and Scotch 
steel corrugated boilers. Jets of 
steam and fuel petroleum meet and 
ignite un ‘era line of brickwork be- 
low the boilers, so that the flame does 
not come in direct contract with the 
boilers’ surface. Sufficient heat can 
be ——" to force everything to a 
white heat; but the temperature is 
regulated by the engineers according 
to the speed required. 

Great care was exercised in the new 
vessel’s construction because she is a 
bulk oil carrier of 1,500,000 gallons ca- 
pacity, and will load a full cargo of 
crude oil at Marcus Hook for the ac- 
count of French merchants. She will 
not require the services of firemen or 
stokers, and the space usually occu 
pied by this portion of the crew and 
the coal can be devoted to cargo, be- 
sides saving the \.ages of stokers,

Oil of Coprah and Palm Oil. 


At from 30° to 31° the oil of coprah, 
if pure, is soluble in twice its volume 
of absolute alcohol. At the same 
temperature paim oil is soluble in 
four times its volume of absolute al- 
cohol. If mixed with sparingly solu- 
ble vegetable oils or animal fats to 
the exrent of 1-20th, or less, both be- 
come almost insoluble in the same 
quantity of absolute alcohol, the sol- 
vent action of which does not occa- 
sion a fractioned separation of the 
component parts. ‘lhe mixture has 
eg solubility which is peculiar 
to it, and which does not depend on 
the proportions of soluble fatty mat- 
ters of which it is composed. 

These differences of composition 
enable us to determine with precision 
the purity of these solid oils, a chem- 
ical analysis of which often gives un- 
certain and even contradictory re- 
sults, especially for slight admixtures. 

First Process.—We shake up for one 
minute, in a test tube graduated in 
¢.c., 20 c.c, of the oll under examina- 
tion with 40 c.c. of alcohol at 90°. 
This indispensable preliminary treat- 
ment may give certain indications. 
Alcohol at 95° absorbs a certain quan- 
tity of the neutral fatty substances, 
and the oil itself dissolves from 15 to 
20 per cent. of alcohol. The solvent 
power of the oil decreases appreciably 
on the addition of oils insoluble in al- 
cohol at 95°, such as castor and resin 
oils—oils which may then be easily 
characterized by their very distinct 
chemical and physical properties. 

Second Process.—In a test tube 
graduated in c.c, we treat 5 c.c. of the 
oil of coprah (previously washed with 
alcohol at 95°) with 10 ¢.c. of absolute 
alcohol, and we place the tubeinu 
water bath heated very exactly to 
from 30° to 31°. After some moments 
the tube is taken out, shaken very 
briskly for thirty seconds and re- 
turned to the water bath. Pure cop- 
rah oil dissolves entirely, and the al- 
cohol solution is perfectiy clear. 

Coprah oil mixed with insoluble 
oils (the commonest sophistication) 
arachis, sesame, cotton, maize, etc., 
does not dissolve appreciably, and 
forms a turbid mass with the abso- 
lute alcohol, from which it quickly 
falls in fine drops to the bottom of 
the tube where it collects. Oil of 
coprah containing palm oil is precipi- 
tated when the proportion of the mix. 
ture reaches 20 per cent. Below that 
mixture the liquid remains turbid. 

The verification of palin oil is effect- 
ed in the same manner, using 20 c.c, 
of absolute alcohol instead of 10 ¢,c., 
and operating always upon 6 c.c, of 
oil at the temperature of 30° to 31°, 

Fivec.c, of palm oil containing 20 
c.c. of — or upward dissolves in 
15c.c. of absolute alcohol; in the 
same proportions the pure oil does 
not completely dissolve and the mix- 
ture remains turbid. The purity of 
coprah and palm oil cakes is found by 
extracting a sufficient quantity of oul 
by means of any solvent and treating 
inthe same manner.—Comptes Ren-

The Indiana Natural Gas Field. 


BY ©. R. BOYD. 


The great yield of the Indiana gas 
field and the nature of its topography, 
make its geology an interesting study. 
The extensive inclosures of natural 
gas, doubtless all connected in one 
vast reservoir, are at Alexandria, the 
center of the field. 858 ft. below the 
surface; at Muncie, on the east, 954 
ft.; at Anderson, on the south, 838 ft. ; 
at Elwood, on the west, 936 ft., and at 
Marion, on the north, 878 ft. The 
productive and most porous porticn 
of this gas belt is about 1,600 square 
miles in extent. In ascertaining the 
surface railway level notes have been 
used, and these often disagree wiih 
each other. The best data have been 
collected by a careful study of the po- 
sition of the streams, considered with 
the readings of the large number of 
wells sunk throughout the region, 
giving the true position of the broad 
Cincinnati arch, as well with refer- 
enceto the general surface of the 
land and to the surface of the Tren- 
ton limestone, the pores and cavities 
of which constitute the great gas res- 
ervoir above alluded to. 

One of the causes of obscurity in 
interpretation of the successive stra- 
ta has been the failure to bore with 
the diamond drill and thus secure a 
score of sufficient dimensions for 
paleontological as well as structural 
identification. The churn drill has 
been employed in sinking nearly, if 
not quite, all the wells, because of 
greater cheapness and less liability 
to accident when the high pressure 


gas was struck. In one of the wells 
near Alexandria, the gas, when 
struck, actually raised the drill with 
5% in. bit, weighing 2,000 lbs., many 
feet. Where the Trenton rock might 
prove leas porous, as now and then 
occurs, the diamond drill might be 
employed entirely through that rock, 
as well as down to its surface; cer- 
tainly to the advantage of the student 
io determining the.nice questions in- 
volved in the origin as well as the 
probable quantity and life of the gas. 

Throughout the entire field, the 
surface is strewn with larger or 
smaller fragments and even boulders 
of Laurentian, Huronian and Talco- 
nian rocks, specimens of the trans 
porting power of ice in the glacial 
epoch. These fragments are em 
bedded in the scil overlving the 
glacial drift. whlch drift is from 6 ft. 
to 140 ft. thick, overlying the Niagara 
jiimestone in the main. Occasionally, 
the first layers of this limestone, now 
so widely employed for building pur- 
poses. look as if they could be readilv 
mistaken for corniferous instead cf 
Niagara limestone, on account of the 
presence cf a peculiar horn-shaped 
tossil embedded in the even slabs. 
The names and probable relative 
quantities of those fossil forms exist- 
ing in the Trenton limestone and 
Utiea shales overlving, from the de- 
composition of whose originals the 
gas was doubtless derived, cannot be 
given, owing to want of pruper bor- 
i 


D a, 

GC erongh what changes the several 
snb divisions of the Trenton rock may 
have passed in the time -ince they 
were deposited, in order to arrive at 
their present condition, as the reser- 
voir of this gas, it is extremely diffi- 
cult to conjecture. Through many 
changes of temperature, doubtless, if 
not of consistency. Near the middle 
of the gas field, in the vicinity of 
Alexandria, the temperature of the 
gas in the Trenton rock is 60° F.: at 
Marion, and further north towards 
Wabash, the earth at even a greater 
depth is 50°F. While at the former 
place, the Trenton rock has been 
penetrated to a depth of 68 ft. with 
the drill, nothing issues as yet but dry 
gas. At Marion and Hartford. onthe 
northern margin of the productive 
field, the 10° cooler temperature seems 
to have congealed much of the gas 
into oil, and, possibly to have partly 
closed the pores, of the magnesian 
limestone, of which the upper por- 
tions of the Trenton rock is com- 
posed. 

Near the center of the belt, to a 
depth of over 50 ft. in the gas reser- 
voir, the Trenton rock is porous or 
cavernous to the extent of 10 to 25% 
of the rock exposed by the drill, judg- 
ing by fragments loosened by the drill 
and ejected by the gus; and by care- 
ful measurements the gas is held un- 
der a compression of 290 to 325 tbs to 
the square inch. From these data, 
the contents of a square mile of this 
rock to a depth of 68 ft. would be com- 
puted as enormous; but this method 
is hard!y a certain one. There is also 


a strong probability{that a great part 
of the volume ofjgas is derived from 
the bituminous portions of the Utica 
black shades overlying the Trenton. 
Looking at the cross sections, this 
derivation of an additional amount of 
the gas is explained in this way: The 
Trenton and Utica rocks both begin 
to dip as you approach the ends of 
the sections; further from the dome 
observed in the sections—except 
in the direction of Cincinnati, and 
robably toward Chicago and Find- 
ay—this condition «f downward dip 
of the margins increases, and be- 
comes so marked as to suggest the 
idea that at several places the Utica 
shales are turned down and almost 
crumpled under the Trenton. This 
was aslow movement doubiless, and 
at a time when ail was plastic. Thus. 
large gas producing areas of the over- 
lying rock was brought to much 
lower levels than the present gas 
reservoir occupies in theceuter of the 
great dome like inoclosure, All gas 
and vil liberated under such con- 
ditions would travel upward or later 
aly, following the most accessible 
cavities aud tissures and, if it did not 
tind its way to the suiface, would be 
arrested aud confined in any cavities 
that might exist beneath the imper- 
vious and unbrukeu part of the entire 
furmation. 

In tne chemical changes which 
then took piace iroo sulphates in solu- 
tion have may taken part,though there 
is no sulphuretted bydrogen in the 
gas. Sodium, maguesium and cal- 
cium chlorides, alumivum oxides 
and hydrated ferrous s«lutions,in the 
presence of masses of carbonaceous 
or bituminous matter and some sil- 
ica, played the most important part; 
and the temperature which existed 
there then, aud may still modify con- 
ditions in those zones, was duubtless 
as much due to chemical reactions as 
to any other cause. 

As long as abnormal conditions of 
tem perature can be detected at those 
depths in which the gas was formed, 
- abe mapa wa —— oR 
s pioiably s Dn progress 
The State law of Indiana susWwd 
be enforced, which _ prohibits 
wells from being sunk thicker 
than one to every 40 acres, and, at the 
same time, all waste should be 
stepped, to prolong the life of the 


eld. 

The field for the use of Indiana gas, 
inall cases where it is as dry as it now 
is in the central portion, must expand 
to the requirements of all mettalurgi- 
cal and domestic purposes; for Tts 
quantity, purity, heating capacity and 
cheapness are practically demon- 
strated. It is so chsap indeed that it 
is now guaranteed to manufacturing 
enterprises, indefinitely, free of cost 
and free of all restrictions except such 
as are imposed by the laws of Indiana 
and municipal corporations for its 
preservation. The present average 
producing capacity of the welisin the 
central part of the field is about 
8,000,000 cubic feet in 24 hours,—En- 
gineerirg and Mining Journal.

The 
cause of the improvement is the report 
from the other side that the Dutch 
receivers of bark have formed a com- 
bination, the purpose of which is to 
offset the action of the manufactureig 
of quinine in forming an alliance 
with the object of keeping prices of 
bark down to or below their present 
level. The report is that a number 
of these receivers have made arrange- 
ments with Amsterdam bankers, 
through which they will be able to 
get advances, to the extent of about 
75 per cent. of the value of the 
bark, and that it will therefore 
no longer be necessary for them 
to forcs their stock on the market. 
No official confirmation of the report 
has been received, but it seems to be 
enerally accepted as a fact, and the 
improvement in the quinine market 
is directly attributed to it. Business 
during the week has been light, the 
only transaciiop of importance being 
the sale of 10,000 ozs at 18%c cash. 
The buyer of this lot stood ready to 
take a much larger quantity on simi- 
lar terms, but no other holders were 
found who would accept 18%c, and 
even after the bid was raised to 
18%c,no sellers of quantities came for 
ward. At this writing the inside quo- 
tation on second hand lots is 190, 
but 19%@19%ce seem to be the more 
eneral quotations. The bark sale in 
ondon on Tuesday was reported to 
have gone off at previous prices, and 
this has served to increase the confi- 
dence of holders of quinine here, 


Miscellaneous. 

Alcohol_—The occurrence of two 
distinct events of interest during the 
past week brings the alcohol question 
again prominently before the trade, 
the first being a further reduction in 
the price, of two cents per gallon, 
which was inaugurated on Tuesday, 
and the other an important meeting 
of the Whiskey Trust managers on 
the same day at’Chicago. 

According to current report the 
directors decided at this meeting to 
close all but two of their 
distilleries with the avowed ob- 
ject of curtailing the production 
and enabling them to reduce their 
accumulated stock of goods. It is 
further stated that in future the Trust 
will do no business through middle 
men or wholesalers, the intention be- 
ing to absorb the profit which has 
heretofore fallen tothem by establish- 
ing distributing agencies of its own in 
all the leading centres. Inorder to 
carry out this policy the report further 
states that the meeting authorized 
the issue of $8,000,000 in first mort- 
gage bonds, which will be used as 
collateral in raising funds. The

As relates to the volume of transac- 
tions in the drug market this week, 
nothing has transpired to vary the 
gener! features which we have had 
occasion to note for some time past. 
The requirements of purchasers dis- 
close a depressed movement in the 
consuming trade, which reacts on the 
jobbers, restricting the movement of 
goods to small parcels for the accom 
modation of momentary needs, Some 
houses, however, are experiencing an 
improved demand, and the manifesta- 
tion of increasing confidence in the 
future is becoming more pronounced 
rm Since our last the general list 
has been steady,the fluctuations bein 
named below. Quinine is unchanged, 
but fi1mer,opium is lower. Dutch cara- 
way seed are advancing, and German 
chamomiles are scarce and higher.

The depression noted in our last is- 
sue has extended,and what were then 
thought to be possible prices inthe 
event of a firm offer,have become ac- 
tual quotations. Business has been 
done in single case lots at $2 80@2 85, 
but there are as yet no sellers, so far 
as we can ascertain,who would be wil- 
ling to accept these figures on lots of 
10 cases or more, They are not urged 
to do 80, as there are few buyers who 
are prepared at the present time to 
operate on a large scale, the bulk of 
the inquiry being for single cases or 
broken lots. It is strongly intimated 
that the depression is the result of in- 
fluences that have been brought to 
bear upon the market by certain 
large operators, who believe they see 
in the futurean opportunity to make 
a handsome thing out of opium, pro- 
vided they can get the owners of the 
cheap stock which has been and is still 
being delivered on contract,to transfer 
the goods to them on the basis of $2 75 
or $2 80. These operators have not met 
with much success so far, but as some 
of the holders of cheap stock are be- 
lieved to be in need of ready money 
to assist them out of difficulties in- 
curred by speculations in Wall street, 
itis possible that persistent effort to 
depress prices will induce them to ac- 
cept the figures at which, so it is said, 
large buyers stand ready to relieve 
them of their stock. The news from 
the primary market as generally pro- 
mulgated, is not of a character to in- 
fuse a feeling of confidence in the 
minds of shaky holders. It has been 
reported that cables from Smyrna 
quote 10s 6d and that even 10s 4d might 
be done there.
